MANAGER SENT TO PRISON. 


Tampa, Fla., Feb. 26 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Louis Athanasaw, proprietor of the Im- 
perial Theatre in Ybor City, who was convicted 
of violating the act of Congress known as the 
“white slave’’ law, was sentenced this after- 
noon by Judge James W. Locke of the United 
States Circuit Court to two years and six months 
in Federal prison in Atlanta; while Mitchell 
Sampson, part owner of the theatre, who was 


indicted and convicted with Athanasaw, was 
sentenced to one year and three months in the 
Atlanta prison. Motion for a new trial and 
motion for an arrest of judgment filed by coun- 
sel for the defense was denied by Judge Locke. 


Thursday suffered a second stroke. She sank 
rapidly after that until her death tonight.

She was finally apprenticed to 
Rowe’s Circus, an American troupe playing in 
Australia at the time. When eighteen years of 
age she married Edward Yeamans, a clown with 
the Rowe Circus, and until his death performed 
her acts with him. In 1865 they eame to this 
country, and after several years in the Middle 
States Mrs. Yeamans joined a stock company in 
Brooklyn, where her clever Irish-American char- 
acterizations attracted the attention of Augustin 
Daly, who engaged her for his company, but 
she soon joined the team of Harrington end 
Hart, keeping, however, to her favorite role, the 
portrayal of the Irish-American type. Since 
that time she has appeared in numerous com- 
panies and in nearly every city in the ccun- 
try. She retired from the stage on her seventy- 
second birthday, but has since appeared in Esst- 
ern vaudeville theatres. 


New Theatre 


for Cincinnati 


A movement is on foot to replace the present 
Robinson’s Opera House at Ninth Avenue and 
Plum Street, Cincinnati, with one of the finest 
theatres in the United States. This leaked out 
recently when Manager W. W. MePwen, of the 
theatre, called at the City Auditor’s office to 
demand a refunder of $200 out of the $300 paid 
by him last September 25 for a year’s license. 

He stated that inasmuch as the theatre 
has been closed up by order of the Mayor 
until a number of alterations prescribed by 
Building Commissioner Rapp have been made, 
and that these alterations would require about 
a year to be made and would cost about $40.- 
000, his license is of no use to him for the 
remaining eight months, for which it was Iis- 
sued. Mr. McEwen stated that it is not likely 
that the alterations ordered by Building Com- 
missioner Rapp would be made, but that the 
building would very. likely be constructed on 
a much more extensive scale. 

It is rumored that the entire interior of the 
theatre will be torn out and rebuil on a mam- 
moth scale so as to provide a theatre with 4 
seating capacity of 3.500 or 4,000 persons. The 
present walls may be used in the new build- 
ing, but this is not certain. ‘The cost of the 
proposed improvement, it is said, will be from 
$100,000 to $150,000.

A DRASTIC ORDINANCE. 


Exhibitors in New York Eagerly Await Outcome of Resolution Pre- 
sented by Alderman Folk—If Passed, Ordinance 
Will Have Sweeping Effect 


Exhibitors of New York City are watching 
with anxious eyes the more than probable pas- 
sage this week of the so-called Folk Ordinance 
regulating motion picture theatres. Of all the 
legislation both in New York and elsewhere 
regulating motion picture houses this ordi 
nance is the most important and the most 
sweeping in its effect. If passed by the Board 
of Aldermen of New York City, to whom it was 
presented by Alderman Folk, it will form the 
first effective legislation outside of plain fire 
laws passed to govern the mo ion picture in- 
dustry. 

The ordinance, while strict in its regulation 
of the construction and operation of the the 
atres within its scope, is perhaps one of the 
best which could be passed at this time and 
vividly shows the progress which motion pic 
tures have made as a factor in the amusement 
business. It provides for nearly everything 
requisite to the safety and convenience of the 
audience and yet allows the theatre owner more 
scope in the conduct of his business than he 
has ever hitherto enjoyed. 

The allowable seating capacity under an or- 
dinary motion picture theatre license is by the 
ordinance raised from the present number of 
299 to 600. Many theatres which conld now be 
doing more business were it not that the ob 
tainance of a regular theatre license at an ex- 
orbitant fee is necessary when the seating 
capacity is allowed ‘o go beyond the 299 mark, 
could expand to the full 600 capacity and enjoy 
the increased business. These houses are real 
ly entitled to this allowance since they show 
nothing but films and are not collecting the 
large revenue resulting from a regular theat 
rical performance, but are compelled to accept 
the smaller prices ordinarily paid for admission 
to a picture show, 

The ordinance also provides that all the 
Seats Shall be located on the ground floor ex- 
cept where a balcony is built which shall not 
occupy a number of seas in excess of 25 per 
cent of the entire seating capacity. This bal- 
cony is to be emptied by a large number otf

Hearing Set 
for Fox Case 


New York, March 2 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—The case of William Fox against the 
Motion Picture Patents Company, which is now 
with the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of New York State, has been dated for 
hearing on Friday, March 8. Followng the de- 
cision of Justice Bijur, refusing Mr, Fox a 
permanent injunction agains’ the Patents Com- 
pany compelling them to furnish films to the 
Greater New York Film Rental Company, which 
Mr. Fox owns, the case was immediately taken 
to the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court. 

There are, of course, two possible develop- 
ments. Should this court reverse Justice Pijur’s 
decision the Greater New York Exchange will 
have obtained their point, the supply of films 
then being assured and the exchange a regular 
licensed one. On the other hand-if the court 
sustains Justice Bijur’s decison it will be up 
to Mr. Fox's attorneys, Rogers and Rogers, ‘o 
appeal to a higher court which would be the 
Court of Appeals of New York State. This 
will in all probability be done in event the de- 
cision is in favor of the Patents Company as it 
is the intention of Mr. Fox and his associates 
to carry the case to the extreme in the en- 
deavor to obtain a continuation of the agreement 
between the exchange and the Patents Company.

It seems to be the prevailing opinion among 
the unknowing that, because of the small ad. 
mission charged, the bill offered must neces 
sarily consist of several mediocre acts, a set 
of highly uninteresting motion pictures and 
therefore a house full of most undesirable peo. 
ple, To drop into the American Music Hall any 
afternoon or evening will sa isfy even the most 
exacting of the lack of foundation for such an 
opinion. The few pictures presented are care-

REPLY TO J. CALVIN BROWN.

I have read with great interest the com- 
munication from J. Calvin Brown, headed 
“Amusement Parks in Europe,’’ printed in 
your issue of February 5. While commending 
Mr. Brown’s patriotic desire to save the Amer- 
jean show fraternity from embarking in losing 
ventures in Europe I trust you will permit me 
as an old correspondent and one who has been 
over the ground somewhat recently, to revise 
some of the statements he has made. I de- 
cline to believe with him that “irresponsible 
American show promoters have ruined the busi- 
ness like a prairie fire,’”? as Mr. Brown luridly 
puts it. The inference that a promoter is ir- 
responsible because he is in a measure unsuc- 
cessful is not a valid one. There have been 
failures over there. as well as on this side of 
the Atlantic, but these failures I ascribe, from 
a knowledge of the conditions, not to misidi- 
rected American enterprise but to fore'gn scep- 
ticism and unfair dealing. This was certainly 
shown in the case of the Rome Luna Park ven- 
ture, which Mr, Brown entirely omitted to 
mention, in reference to which I can positively 
state from personal knowledge, would, under 
the direction of Col. Fred. T. Cummins, have 
been a successful enterprise if he had been 
fairly treated by the Roman people interes‘ed 
and the municipality and by the financial back- 
ers in London. I am still of the opinion that 
there is a most promising Luna Park opening 
not only in Rome, but also in Milan and 
Turin. and possibly in o‘her Italian e‘ties, but 
they must be entirely financed and managed 
by Americans as the Italians are utterly un- 
reliable as far as money matters are concerned. 
I helieve also there are splendid Luna Park 
opportunities in Austria, Hungary and Russia, 
fn which countries there is plenty of sood 
amusement soil on the American plan. John 
F. Davidson, the American champion exhi- 
bition roller skater, whose truthfulness is un- 
tmpeachable and who has been for a year in 
Russia wrote me recently stating that the op- 
portunities for amusement ventures in that 
vast and little unders‘ood country are most 
favorable. Many of the larger cities, espe- 
ially those in the southeastern seec‘jon, are 
quite unexploi*ed. I write th's simply: fer the 
enlightment of The Riliboard readers, with- 
out ulterior motive, having no axe of my own 
to grind.

Unjust legislation and ex- 
orbitant taxation are the principal evils which 
beset the paths of carnival promoters, although 
there are other conditions, which could be 
eradicated if fought by an organized Ibcdy. 
A condition which has long faced the carnival 
manager is dishonesty on the part of cer 
tain performers and agents. During the past 
season, not less than a doen cases were re- 
ported to The Billboard in which managers 
complained of having sent money or trans- 
portation to performers to join their show, and 


in each case the performers failed to put ‘n 
appearance. This is a condition which should 
be met, and a meang for its abolishment de- 
vised. If an organ‘zation of carnival interests 
existed, there would be less of this sort of 
robbery, no doubt. 

The movement is an excellent one worthy 
of every manager’s consideration. 


COL, FRANCIS FERARI TO INVADE CANADA. 


New York, March 1° (Special to The Bill- 
board).—That Col, Ferari’s United Exposition 


Shows are most likely to have their biggest sea

As I travel the whole United States, I ac- 
cumulate knowledge of nearly all the rinks now 
in existence, but owing to so many new rinks 
being built in small towns, the number is stead- 
ily growing. I also know of most of them. and 
the size and number of skates carried, and know 
as no other man in this country, the great need 


for an association such as you are going te 
establish. I talked with every prominent rink 
man on my present trip. which covered th:

the information wanted.

On my travels here 
have very often an opportunity to belp rink 
managers out with skate mechanics and in 
structors, and at the same time I get those 
people a good position. Owing to my being 
active in the selling end of skates, I know 
that the coming year will be one of the bes 
Tink years we have ever had, and an associa 
tion, as you are planning will be sorely needed 
I even know scores of managers who would be 
only too glad to book turns if they could get 
them in combination with other rinks in thei) 
neighborhood. 

There are some very splendid rinks in th 
country, particularly in Washington, Richmond, 
Erie, dartford, Buffalo, Kansas City, Detroit 
Grand Rapids, Chicago, Milwankee and hun 
dreds of others, whose managers should be on!: 
too willing to give such an able man as your 
self all the assistance you may need. I am 
also sorry to say that I saw many rinks whi:
